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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electromagnetic 
turbine, the magnetic connectors arranged between the three paths, the electrically 
conductive material external to and not part of the turbine, the external material must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
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35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well established utility. 

In claims 1-3, applicant has not supported a force absorbing energy from relative 
deceleration of external material being converted into electrical energy or the electrical 
energy of the external force converted into acceleration. 

In claim 4, applicant has not supported electrical signals provided by a three- 
phase electrical source with controllable frequency, voltage and current allowing 
generation and regeneration of electrical power. 

Claims 1-4 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, 
since the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well 
established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly would not 
know how to use the claimed invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall - 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling, structure critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Applicant has not provided an 
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adequate written description of how the "flux impulse speed within the core approaches 
the speed of light, also known as the impulse speed of transverse electromagnetic 
compression waves, at compression waves, at a distance the external flux impulse 
speed will be proportionately faster by the previously illustrated leveraging ration. 
Therefore, as the external distance increases, and the flux impulse within the core 
approaches the speed of light, the external flux impulse speed goes well beyond the 
speed of light" and "an electromagnetic turbine operating in accordance with the present 
invention must be considered as an induction motor where electricity is converted into 
relative motion in an externally conductive material, or as an induction generator where 
relative motion in an externally conductive material is converted into electricity." 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , line 1 , applicant should clarify the structure of a turbine 
without moving parts. In line 2, the structure of the magnetic connectors is unclear. In 
line 6, applicant should clarify the specific sequence operation resulting in a flow of 
magnetic flux external to the magnetic core. In lines 8-12, the specific flow of magnetic 
flux is unclear. Applicant has not sufficiently described the ends where the magnetic 
flux extends outward from the core and sweeps external to the core to the opposite end 
of the core where the flux collapses into the core. In line 13, applicant should clarify 
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what is intended by the conductive material external to the core. In lines 14-15, 
applicant should clarify the characteristics of the magnetic flux and net force. In line 16, 
it is not clear how the "force" absorbs or provides energy to covert the energy into 
electrical energy or acceleration. 

Regarding claim 2, applicant should clarify how the core is composed of a 
vacuum. 

Regarding claim 4, in line 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "said electrical 
signals." In lines 2-3, the structure "allowing generation and regeneration of electrical 
power" is not clear. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
